Old Age Insurance For 12,000,000 
More Workers Expected As Proposal 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—W)— 
The House Ways and'Means Com- 
mittee may be nearly ready to rec- 
ommend that about 12,000,000 more 
workers be blanketed under old age 
Insurance. That was the unofficial 
Information from secret committee 
meetings. 
The newly covered workers 
are 
not expected to Include 5,000,000 
farm operators arid 3,500,000 farm 
workers. 
This -was reported to be the ten- 
tative action on President 
Tru- 
man's proposal that 20,000,000 addi- 
tional workers be Insured; About 
30,000,000 already are qualified for 
old age benefits under this phase of 
social security. 
Communists Take 
Defensive Stand 
Against America

The clue to what may be a rad- 
ical turn in Communist leadership 
estimates of the Bast-West con- 
flict came In a bulletin at the Com-

Information 


As 'reported 
from'• Bucharest; 
Romania, where it 1* published, 
th>, bulletin declared It la now the 
"Cardinal task" of Communists to 
block the spread of Americanism. 


Officials here 'took an Interested 


look at the defensive nature of 
this declaration. They said that 
this, coupled with the charge that 
the United States i* trying to 
"poison" working classes with Am- 
erican Ideas, indicates the Soviet- 
led cominform I* deeply concerned 
over the West's success to date in 
fighting Communism. 
They speculated that this con- 
cern now dominates top Commun- 
ist thinking in contrast with an 
earlier Communist preoccupation 
•with expansion of their own pow- 
er and influence. If this analysis 
1* correct, It may mark a switch 
in Communist tactics in Europe— 
from primary emphasl* on expan- 
sion westward to a new stress on 
holding the line in Eastern Eu- 
rope. 


This view of what the Commun- 
ists themselves may believe i* in 
accord with oflfclal American es- 
timated of the cold war struggle. 
According to these, the next phase 
of the battle between Western in- 
fluences and Soviet Communism— 
apart from Germany—may well He 
in. Eastern Europe, with -Yugosla- 
via providing the Initial testing 
ground. 


Several 
current 
developments 
aie cited to support this view, with 
Britain and the U. S. talking about 
trading with that nation. 


On the Communist side, all signs 


indicate that the cominform is 
getting ready to try to crush Yu- 
goslavia's Marshal' Tito. This may 
take the form of Intensifying the 
economic 
blockade 
maintained 
against Yugoslavia by the Rus- 
sal-led 
Eastern . European 
Com- 
munist countries.«• 
Paris Conference 
Of Ministers In 
Its Final Phase 


PARIS, June 16.-4P)—The four- 
power council of foreign minister* 
met for 90 minute* today in a 
secret session. Then Soviet For-" 
elgn Minister Andrei Y. Vlahinsky 
left the conference room, appar- 
enty to permit his Western col- 
leagues to chew cover what he 
had told them- 


It wa* believed the restricted 
•esslon would he followed later 
in the day by a full session. 
The Paris meeting evidently is 
in it* last phase. 
The United 
States, Britain and France are re- 
ported anxious to complete 
the 
talks tonight. 
There have been 
hopes that it would result- 
In 
achievement of at least a tempor- 
ary East-West truce in Europe. 


The minister* appeared deter- 
mined to salvapre from the month- 
long parley two broad agreements 
on the future of Berlin and Aus- 
tria. 
Settlement of the Berlin dispute 


would moke it easier for the two 
sides to live together In a physical 
and economic—If not political— 
sehfie. 
Tho Question of -an Aus- 
trian peace treaty ha* been the 
subject of bickering for the past 


o years. 
British and French official* Mid 
r e y would make every effort to 
wind up their work bv tonight,,but 
American and Russian sources ex- 
pressed 'doubt the talk* would end 
before Saturday, 


The committee, meeting behind 
closed doors for six weeks, also was 
understood to have agreed tenta- 
tively to: 


1. Boost old age benefit payments 
substantially but not as much as 
Mr. Truman asked. The President 
wants benefits .Increased in some 
categories by about 10 per cent 


2. Permit the Social Security tax 
to jump next January 1 front the 
present one per cent against em- 
ployes' pay and employers' payrolls, 
to 1 1-2 per cent, with, an increase 
Jan. 1, 1952 to two per cent against 
each. 
Present law provides for 
these boosts. 


The Social Security bill may pass 
the House this year but there is 
little, if any chance, it will be tak- 
en up in the Senate until 1950. 


The tentative action of the com- 
mittee was reported .to call for 
bringing under the old age insur- 
ance program 6,000,000 self employ- 
ed persons, including doctors, law- 
yers, other professional men and 
persons operating businesses. 
Also, coverage may be exteended 
to around 2,500,000 household work- 
ers and several smaller categories 
of working people, including em- 
ployes of state and local govern- 
ments (at the option of the local 
governing bodies.) 
If household worker* are brought 


In, the housewife may have to pay 
a payroll tax, a* now paid by a 
business or Industry with covered 
worker*.

Cuuimltvaijiiieu apparently have 
abandoned effort* to extend cov- 
erage to farmer* and farm work- 
ers. 


Three reason* are mentioned. 1. 
Difficulty in arriving at the In- 
come of farmers for Social Securi- 
ty tax purposes, 2.

Junior College 
Will Benefit By 
Stockard's Bill 


Navarro County Junior College 
will benefit considerably; under the 
terms of the new junior college ap- 
propriation* bill, sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Jerry T. Stockard of 
Frkost and signed by Gov. Jester 
last week. 


The bill appropriates to the thir- 
ty-two public junior colleges $175 
for each non-veteran student 
as 
part of a. program of state aid in 
payment of teachers salaries. 
Stockard's bill increases the pres- 
ent state 
" 
' ' 
-•-- 
per state apportionment from $100 
student, which was, set by a 
similar measure sponsored by 'him 
In the 50th legislature in 1947. 
Reason for the large increase 
according to Stockard, is that state 
appropriations for public school* 
under the new Gllmer-Alkln pro- 
gram have been increased, over 100 
per cent, and junior colleges musi 
increase teacher salaries to com- 
pete with public schools. 


The new appropriation will be- 
come effective on September 1st of 
this year, and Navarro College 
with an expected enrollment of 27( 
non veteran students, will receive 
$48,125, or $20,725 more than it 
would under the current apportion- 
ment

Senator Doubtful 
If All Missing 
U-235 Is Located 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—(ff> 
Senator 
Hlckenlooper 
(R-Iowa) 
questioned today whether the Ar- 
gonne Atomic Laboratory actually 
has located the container which 
held the uranlum-235 lost from 
the lab last February. He said there 
still Is "substantial mystery" about 
the whole affair. 
Hlckenlooper told the Senate 
House Atomic Cqmmltte that Lab 
officials have come forward with 
an ordinary jar, saying it was the 
container. 
But all prior reports 
'the senator declared, were that the 
uranlum-235 was kept In a brown 
bottle. 


Dr. Walter H. Zlnn, director of 
the lab at Chicago, said there 
was no doubt about it—that "com 
pletely and absolutely" the jar had 
contained the missing material. H< 
said the FBI concurs in that opin- 
ion. 
. Hlckenlooper took up the case o: 
the missing uranium in presslnf 
his charge* of "Incredible mlsman 
agement" against the Atomic En 
ergy Commission. He has demand 
ed that AEC Chairman David E 
Llllanthal resign. 


The inquiry, meantime, wa* the 
subject of a brief discussion a 
President Truman'* news confer 
ence. In response to questions, Mr 
Truman said that Lewis Strauss is 
a good man and is going to stay 
on the commission.

State law does not 
lermlt Insane persons to be oxe- 
iuted. 
The Jury, made up of eight far- 
mers, a lumber company employe, 
a laborer, a carpenter and a book- 
teeper, was completed after Dls- 
rict Judge James R. Fuchg had 
pent 14 hours In three days ex- 
amining two 36-man panels. 
Ross calmly read a Bible while 
District Court Clerk Elo Rohde 
was reading the name* of the jur- 
ors. 
'Judge Fuchs persdnally examin- 
ed prospective jurors thlg morn- 
ng, the third day of the slow, ted- 
ous task.

Senate Of Texas 
Accepts Proposal 
To Cut Spending 


Upper House Also 
Names June 28 As 
Adjournment Date 


AUSTIN, June 16.—</P>—The sen- 
ate today accepted with one re- 
striction a house plan to cut 45 
million dollars out of pending ap- 
prorlatton bills, 


Then It voted 24 to 6 to end the 
51st session of the legislature at 
12 noon. June 28. 
The house 


would have to agree to this. 


The economy restriction 
was 
that the 22 million dollar state 
hospital program and buildings for 
higher education must 
not be 
ditched. 


A senate amendment to the 
house-passed resolution asking for 
the 45 million dollar slash said 
the building money would be ta- 
ken out of the general appropria- 
tion bills only if some other way 
Is found to flnunce them. 


This action came soon after Gov. 


Beauford H- Jester Indicated need 
for a special session to' study state 
and local tax structures. 
Fireworks popped in the house. 
Rep. Phil-Willis of Kaufman in a 
personal privilege speech accused 
Lt. Gov. Allan Shivers of delaying 
action on a plan to lift the 31 
million dollar celling on old age 
pensions. 


A few minutes later, the senate 
voted 21 to 3 to accept a confer- 
ence committee report on the pro- 
posed 
constitutional 
amendment 


lifting the welfare ceiling. This 
Included a provision for giving the 
state a Hen on old age pension- 
ers' real estate, but not on their 
personal property. 
The senate vote on final ad- 
journment was 24 to 6. It was tho 
first definite move toward finally 
ending the long drawn-out 51st 
session. 
The big problem remaining Is 
for the house and senate to get 
together definitely on how much 
and where they can trim the maj- 
or money bills that must be enact- 
ed before the legislature can go 
home. 
"! "i think-we can eet away and 
have our financial problem solv- 
ed by that date (June 28) without 
a tax bill," said Senator Howard 
Carncv of Atlanta, .-author of the 
sine die (final adjournment) reso- 
lution. 
Senator Jim Taylor of Kerens, 
chairman of the powerful finance 
committee, and 
Senator 
Carlos 
Ashley of LJano insisted on some 
plan to care for buildings. 
"It Is not uncommon to come 


down to the end of the session and 
find 
eleemosynary 
Institutions 


sucking the hind teat," Ashley 
said.

WORLAND, Wyo., June 16.—<iP) 


—Affable Archie Gelser, who ras- 
seled a lot of C-64 transports ovor 
The Hump during the war, went on 
a bombing mission and killed 128 
million of the enemy. 
Hlo victims were grasshoppers. 
His bomb load was 7,350 pounds of 
poison bran. In 25 minutes over the 
target area he wlpd' out enough of 
the vicious Insects to reach end-to- 
end from New York to Los Angeles. 
This happened on a single flight 


yesterday. Archie is making about 
eight a day and will continue this 
schedule for 80 days, which cer- 
tainly should make him nuumbor 
one on the grasshopper*' blacklist. 


Gelsler pilots a C-47 which 13 
the spearhead In tho government'* 
air war to head off a new grass- 
hopper invasion of the grain belt. 
About 25 other smaller plane* are 
being used. 
The, 128 million Is a theoratlcal 
but conservative figure. Ground 
Investigation after previous flights 
have shown a kill of 90 to 95 per 
cent of the 'hopper* in the area 
with poison. 
Geiser was bombarding a sectlton 


In which experts had estimated the 
'hopper population at a minimum 
of 20 tc the square yard. He spreay- 
ed 1,470 acres In the single flight.

March of Dimes equipment 
to 
combat one of Texas' worst epi- 
demics of Infantile paralysis was 
flown to San Angelo today by 
Army plane from North Carolina. 
A representative of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
said 12 cribs, five hot pack ma- 
chines and quantities of hospital 
linens were being obtained from a 
Monroe, N. C., polio treatment cen- 
ter. It was established during last 
year's epidemic there. 
This is the second time in the 
last few days that supplies from 
there have been flown to San An- 
gelo. 
Hardest hit was Tom Green coun- 
ty (San Angelo). Its report last 
week to the department snowed 28 
new cases. The number in hos- 
pitals at San Angelo dropped to 75 
Wednesday. 


Unofficial figures showed four 
new cases admitted yesterday to 
San Angelo hospitals and six dis- 
missed. 
City Manager 
Sam O'Lawhon 
said the entire city had received 
Its second DDT spraying since the 
epidemic started. 
For the year the

reached 464 in the state, compared 
to 428 cases in the sum* period 
in 1848. 


"It's bad," said Dr. George Cox, 
the state health officer. "All I 
can do is repeat my warnings- 
clean up filth and breeding places 
of flies and insects. 
And keep 
on cleaning up." 


Dr. William Northway, heading 
a polio team from Stanford Uni- 
versity, praised treatment being 
given by San Angelo doctors as 
"abreast of the times." 


The team, sent to San Angelo by 
the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis, will be there the 
rest of the week. 


Meanwhile the high plains region 
counted its first polio death. Ra- 
chel Pinner, 12, daughter of Mr.

died Tuesday in the West Texas 
Polio.Center at Plalnview.

1stThe rlew proposal would continue 
rigid 90 per cent of the price sup- 
ports on major farm products for 
another year. The Alken law sets 
up a flexible system of supports at 
60 to 90 per cent of parity. 
Parity Is a price calculated to be 
fair alike to producer and con- 
sumer.

Wheelock's remarks came as a 
broadcast 
recording was being 
made of the board's discussion of 
tho separation plan, which the peo- 
ple will vote on, June 25. 
He told the recording engi- 


neer later, "Don't cut out any 
of that Solclalsm stuff; I hate 
bureaucrats." 
In a formal motion, the school 


board unanimously endorsed the 
separation proposal to the people 
of Corslcana, listing these benefits 
which would be derived:

3. Freedom to deal with adjoin- 


ing school districts to create an im- 
proved program of education. 
4. The Board of Education may 


then deal directly and be wholly 
responsible to the people of the en- 
tire district.

People from far' and near 
are driving by the Treadwell home to see and hear the re-vitalized 
organ which now sounds very much like a pipe organ, Miss Treadwell 
reports. The organ was one of the first made by Sears Roebuck and 
Company but Its exact age is not known. The organ chair, which will 
be noted in the above picture, came from a tavern in England more 
than one hundred and twenty years ago. A carved picture on the chair 
shows two monks seated at a long table at the rear of a church drink- 
ing ale.
